We were living 
in Portland when WW II started and 
shortly thereafter we moved to 
Stockton, CA where I spent the rest 
of my growing-up years. After grad- 
uating from Stockton Jr. College I 
was employed for five years, mostly 
with the State Division of Highways 
(now Cal Trans). 

In 1954 I married an army man 
(who already had 7 years service) 
and was a military wife for 15 
years.

His 2nd tour in Vietnam was 
aboard the USNS Corpus Christi Bay, 
a helicopter repair ship. Again we 
stayed in touch via ham phone 
patches. 

Our next and last assignment 
was back to the Presidio in SF. 
Neil retired es a CWO-4 with 22 
years of service in Dec. 1969, and 
started his 2nd career in Trust Real 
Estate. I retired at the same time 
and went to secretarial work. 

Neil passed away in Feb. 1987, 
nine years short of our real retire- 
ment, marking the end of 33 wonder- 
years of marriage. 

My family wes concerned when I 
took trips (driving) by myself. My 
parents suggested I get a CB. My 
son, N6OUC, suggested I get my Ham 
Radio License instead. He bought 
"Tune in the World With Ham Radio", 
and gave it to me along with the 
class schedule. He nagged me about 
doing my home work and missing too 
many classes. All too true. I had to 
take a second session to get my 
license. 

I expect to have more time for 
learning when I retire a few years 
hence.

oo pain & Arena ae we were struck 
by. a serious disaster and the UHF 
and VHF repeaters were not function- 
ing? Go to HF simplex, of course !! 

That is the basic means of 
emergency amateur radio communica- 
tions in our local area. Much of our 
needs would be in ‘line of sight' 
range and provide the needed contact 
for police, fire, hospital and other 
emergency services. However, you are 
undoubtedly aware that there are 
some areas in our local County which 
cannot make simplex contact with 
others. For esmample, Orinda to 
Concord or Clayton, South County to 
East County or over the Eastbay 
hills to West County locations. That 
problem is easily solved....... use 
the HF bands...75 - 40 - 10 meters. 

This is the primary reason for 
our monthly HF net. It is a back-up 
or a supplement for our UHF or VHF 
communications. In addition, HF is 
the Statewide or Nationwide Amateur 
Radio communications available 
should the emergency situation 
require such contact. 

Locally, the HF groundwave is 


extremely useful to cover the areas 
where simplex UHF or VHF cannot. 


In order to test our HF gear, 
we have a net on 75 meters which 
meets monthly at 2000 local time the 
first Thursday (following the first 
Wednesday) each month. This provides 
the opportunity to pass on any in- 
formation from the Emergency Coor- 
dinators meeting held on that first 
Wednesday, as well as to check 
equipment and antennas, and exchange 
signal reports. _ 

Occasionally, as ae further 
test, stations checking in on our HF 
net will change to another band, 
such as 40 or 10 meters, because we 
could find need for communication at 
greater distance or to meet with 
stations in other emisting nets.

Currently, we have over 25 
Contra Costa County amateur radio 
stations listed as check-ins on our 
monthly net. We generally have from 
6 to 10 checking in each session. 
Roll-call is made from the list of 
regular check-ins alphabetically and 
then we ask for any other stations. 
A general class license is required 
to participate. We are active on 
3896 KHz plus or minus a few KHz if 
necessary to avoid interference with 
other stations. 

You are welcome to join us even 
if you have already checked in on 
one of the VHF nets. 

One other point of possible 
interest is, the occasional survey 
we take which lists the ability of 
the participating stations for 
Portable use, Mobile capability, 
operating on Emergency power, and 
membership in other nets, such as 
Western Public Service System, etc. 


Look for us monthly on 3895 KHz 
and JOIN US.

THE OREGON TRAIL 
by Brad Watson WA6AEO 


Last October, a packet radio 
link was established from Contra 


Costa County to Klamath Falls, 
Oregon. The system runs up the 
Central Valley with sites near 


Willows and Redding. With this link 
in place, the entire West Coast is 
tied together without the use of “HF. 
Technical support being provided by 
Gene WW6H and Dennis KA6FUB; and 


Dennis, Lew N6VV, Steve WA6HAM and 
myself doing the actual installa- 
tiIOMN - 


The path uses 2 combination of 
220 and 433 mhz. frequencies. They 
are staggered so that each hilltop 
site is sending and receiving at the 
same time. Each of the sites have 
two network nodes, again to increase 
throughput - allowing simultaneous 
northbound and southbound flow. The 
link is backbone only, intended just 
for linking to minimize collisions. 
Antennas and radios were designed to 
provide a year-round 24 hours e day 
solid link. 

The sites are Mt.St.John near 
Willows at 6700 feet and Hatchet 
Mountain near Birney at 5700 feet. 
Both of these locetions have heavy 
snows and presented a new twist to 
us - how to design the antenna 
system to withstand the weather! 
Care was taken to use sturdy but 
simple antennas, less to break but 
still have the kinds of gain needed. 
With the help of those experienced 
with these sites, choices were made 
that have so far proved to be good 
ones since the whole thing has thus 
far survived. Also on St. John, the 
site runs solely off of propane 12 
vde generators, so our power con- 
sumption had to be kept to a mini- 
mum. This all led to a very inter- 
esting design phase. 

After both packages were 
assembled, and over e three week 
period since we had to beat the 
snows, came installation. This was 
done over a two day period, Friday 
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It started with the 
drive to St. John at 4 2.m. Two 
antennas were put mn the tower, 
power was run, and radios were hook- 
ed up from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. When 
operational, it was back in the 
truck and off to Redding - another 
3 hour drive. 

During the day when Dennis, 
Steve and I were on St. John, Lew 
was up in Redding getting a MailBox 
running there at the State Office of 
Emergency Services, Region 3 Office, 
and conducting training sessions on 
the wuse and maintenance of the 
system. After dinner and some 
socializing with the Redding folks, 
it was off to bed before another 
long day Saturday. 

Birney is about an hour drive 
out of Redding, with the radio site 
much more easily accessed than St. 
John. So by 9 a.m. we were on the 
job installing radios and antennas 
there - by this time we should be 
getting good at this, right? The 
link was established to Klamath 
Falls, but it was determined that 
some sort of problem existed on St. 
John....So,.... about 4 p.m......--- 
it was back to Redding for dinner 
rier i and then off to St. John again 
for a little night repair work..... 
Arrival at St. John was at about 9 
p.m. in pitch black, which proved to 
be en exciting ride since the road 
up is definitely 2 required four- 
wheel drive trip. After repairs 
were made, the drive back to Contra 
Costa got underway at about 10:30 


p.m. with arrival back around 3 a.m. 
x cs ok x a 


and Saturday. 


It was a lot of hard work - but 
a great experience !!! The link has 
now been in operation for 3 months, 
and is up and running sending mainly 
mail messages between California and 
Oregon. Our next projects are 
beefing-up the existing Southern 
California Central Valley link and 
working on a link over the Sierras 
through Nevada to Utah. We will 
keep you posted on developments.
